THOMAS COX ADMITS THE KILLING.

B¢ Claims B Ether Had to De Up Ennght er Be Done
Up by Em

Thomas Cox, tatrick Cox apd Timothy
Scanlon, the latter s volice officer, were
placed oo trisl in the Criminal Court yes-
terday, for the murder of James Enright,
Sunday, November 23. The murder was the
outoome of a quarre!l over a kKeg of beer,

Thomas M. Mzarshall, Sr., and Thomas M.
Marsball, Jr., are counsel for the delense,
nnd District Attoruey Johneton is conduct-

ing the prosecution. The morning
was spent in  tne  selection of
& jury, and oearly the entire

panel was exhausted before the requisite
uumber was sceepted. The jury is as fol-
lows: H. & Beilington, James Grabam,
Charles H, Spencer, Frederick Dietz, Ed-
ward Riddle, Peter Brant, Frank Soyder,
Willinma Ahlers, Joho Aul, Daniel O. Barr,
Jobn Logan and J. B. Griggs.

In opening the case, Instrict Attorney
Johuston said the Commonwealth would
make oo cluim for first depree murder, but
thought it would be able to prove that the
murder was of secand degree.

Des. T. R Evans, James MeCann and
Graham were called and testified to having
beld the post mortem. The bullet entered
ihe left temple, and lodged in the brain,
ecausipg death after o few hours. The de-
ceased wus physically & very stout, well-
built man.

Grant Miller, Coroner's Clerk, identifiea
the clothing taken Ircan the decessed, and
the bullet taken from the braic of the de-
ceased by the physicians who held the post
mortem.

The Origin of the Fatal Quarrel.

Heury Grast, sn emplove of Carnegie,
Phipps & Co,'s Thirty third Street Mall,
hived on Thirty-third street. aud Enew James
Eoright, baviog worked with him. About 1
o'clock on the morning of :November 23 while
ypaksing aiong Ligonier sireet, he saw James
Euright standing on the porch back of the Cox
house. The decessed invited him in tobave a
drink snd be acoopted. When the witness
went into the kitchen, Thomas Cox, Tim Scan-
jon and Mre. Cox were there, and everybody
wuh #obor Bnd talking 1 a pleasant manoer,
After taking o drink, Foright said *T'll ‘get’
now, and take this kKeg.” Thomas Cox
Bt he would oot take it as it
beienged to  him, and Epright remarked:
“We'll soon see."” and pleking up the keg of
Beer, threw it eut of the door. Cox and En-
vight got heold of eaeh other, but were sepa-
rated, and Ennght was pushed out of the
bouse. Eunright rushed into the bouse again
and graspod Tom Cox by the throat Both men
Tell, aud Eoright strock PMis eve against the
stair rail.  Mre Cox and Miss Nora Cox came
down then, anidl Miss Cox rcleased Enright's
hola on her brother’s turost. Ruright was
shoved out into the yard by Mrs, Cox and Tim
Beanion. When the men had beld of each
other Cox ecried out: “You are biting me, you
son of & gun.™

The witness started to go home, and when
near the door some one burst the door in, and
shortly afierward the witness heard a report
like a pistel shot, but did not go back into the
bouse, Ha coulds’t vell who pushed the door
fo. On cross-examination witness sajd that
when Enright bad Cox by the throat he heard
Bim say sponething that sounded like: “I'll cut
your insides out.” When Enright-was put out
of the house, Cox did not follow him.

Capiain Hichard Brophy testifliad that he
brought Thomas Cox here from Chicago, where
bebad beey arrestedl Detendant camoe with-
out requisition papers, and refossd to make a
stutement of the shooting, saying he wasnot
reacy to do so.

Testimony for the Defense,

and that when Eoright was shot bhe hada
pistol i bis band: also, that Seanlon and Patrick

Confession of Thomas Cox.

After eupper Thomas Uox, the principal de-
fendant, was placed on the stand. He said beo
shot Euright, and gave bis story of the affalr,
The party was collected in the bouseof Cox
and were drinking beer. The gunrrel over the
heer kog resuited, and was destaslod by Cox as
Ly the other witnesses. He said tbat
when Eunright burst open the door and
rame into the houss the third time
Eunright drew a revelver and potnted it at him_
He then fired the shot that killed Enright,
fearing for bis life.  After shooting Ennigni be
placed his revalver on top of the capboard,
where it was afterward fouod, and lefr the
house. He took a freight rain and went to
KRocliester and from there to Chicago where he
wis arrested. The revolver in avidence be

right,
